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“APPA De ra P1 is on the march! 
Successful regional conferences in- 
crease in membership and in the number of 
chapters, increases in subscriptions to THE 
EpucaTIONAL Forum, an excellent vol- 
ume in the Lecture Series and, above all, 
devotion of chapter members to the pur- 
poses of the Society are making this our best 
year, 

On January 1, 1957, there were 210 in- 
stitutional chapters in 45 states; 10 alumni 
chapters in 8 states; and a grand total of 
132,640 members initiated into the Society. 

There is a tendency for initiates to con- 
tinue active memberships beyond their pe- 
riod of residence at the college or univer- 
sity. An increasing number of paid subscrip- 
tions are being received from universities 
abroad, 

Despite the fact that the minimum stand- 
ard for admission was raised from the upper 
fourth to the upper fifth and the enrollment 
of members of the senior classes in higher 
institutions were at a low for several years, 
the Society continues to grow at a normal 
rate with increased enrollments which seem 
imminent, an increase in chapter enroll- 
ments seems indicated. 

Kappa Delta Pi has a distinctive purpose 
on the campuses, In a time of proliferation 
of campus organizations everywhere there 
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the General Office 


is a great competition for the student’s time. 
Sometimes attendance in the chapter suf- 
fers. The answer to the competition is good 
programs, good publicity, good understand- 
ing of the value of Kappa Delta Pi not only 
to the individual, but to the profession. 
Members are pledged to support the pro- 
gram of Kappa Delta Pi, even when “lesser 
activities” interfere. 

The fact that members of Kappa Delta 
Pi hold so many positions of leadership in 
other campus activities in itself bears wit- 
ness to the high quality of our members in 
“scholarship,” “professional attitudes” and 
“desirable social qualities.” 

During the first semester the Executive 
Secretary was the guest speaker at initiation 
banquets at Alpha Alpha Chapter, Ohio 
Wesleyan University and at Delta Phi 
chapter, Bowling Green State University. 
Both have vigorous programs. In May he 
will be the guest speaker at the annual 
dinner of Phi Chapter, Marshall College, 
Huntington, West Virginia. 

In November he attended the sessions 
as an invited guest of the meeting of the 
Council on cooperation in Teacher Educa- 
tion of the American Council on Education 
at the Hotel Shoreham, Washington, D.C. 
Representatives of organizations partici- 
pated. In early December he attended a 
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three day meeting of the International In- 
stitute of Education at the Congress Hotel, 
Chicago, Illinois. It was a conference on 
the Exchange of Persons, Eighty-nine or- 
ganizations (600 delegates) participated. 
Twenty-seven additional organizations sent 
observers. Among those on the program 
were President Stevenson of Oberlin Col- 
lege, Dr. Samuel McC, Cavert, Executive 
of the World Council of Churches; Joseph 
E. Johnson, President of the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace; Mrs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby, President of the Hous- 
ton Post and former Secretary, Department 
of Health Education and Welfare; and 
President Grayson Kirk, Columbia Univer- 
sity. 

An unusually large number of paid li- 
brary subscriptions to THE EDUCATIONAL 
ForuM (more than 350) have been re- 
ceived this year, many from abroad. There 
are twenty-eight from Japan. Among other 
countries listed are Ethiopia, Formosa, 
India, New Zealand, Chile, Egypt, 
Austria, England, Australia, Brazil, South 
Africa, Mexico, Hawaii, France, Lebanon, 


Canada, Tasmania, Iran, The Philippines 
and U.S.S.R. In addition 200 gift copies 
are being sent to countries throughout the 
world in the interest of international un- 
derstanding. 

In view of higher rates of interest on 
government bonds, some shifts have been 
made in the portfolio of investments. 

We have had some complaints about 
mail to and from the General Office. If 
any communication has gone unanswered 
for more than two weeks, please write to 
the Executive-Secretary personally. We are 
planning a system of follow-up from the 
General Office which should result in 
clearance on mail, especially in the routines 
of the office, regularly and often. It will be 
a favor if you immediately follow-up any 
affairs in your office which needs attention. 

We expect to give a full account of the 
regional conference, the dinner, the lecture 
by Mrs. Agnes E. Meyer, the election of 
Laureates, and other items. In this issue 
some pictures are included but the complete 
write-up will appear in May.

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Programs and Activities of the Chapters 


GERALD READ 


HE Annual Chapter Reports for 1955- 
Ts provide many rich insights into the 
wide and varying interest of the local so- 
cieties throughout the United States, They 
are valuable because they furnish the Ex- 
ecutive Second Vice President with a 
wealth of material that will enable him to 
suggest worthwhile programs and activities 
to the various chapters. Moreover, they are 
of value to the Executive Council because 
they reveal the state of affairs in the local 
chapters. 

When to plan the program for the year 
seems to be one of the problems facing the 
majority of chapters, Many prefer to wait 
until late September or early October so 
that those who will be active in the Society 
throughout the year can determine their 
own program, Another argument favoring 
this procedure is that many worthwhile 
events, activities, and resources are not 
known until the fall semester begins. Hence 
the Society can relate its activities to them 
or take advantage of them for actual pro- 
grams. For small chapters, this method of 
program planning appears to work success- 
fully. A program committee is widely uti- 
lized, although a few chapters devote the 
first meeting of the year to planning the 
year’s program. When this is done the 
meeting is largely an informal get-together 
to renew friendships of the previous year 
and to hammer out the program for the 
academic year. In several instances the of- 
ficers of the chapter serve as the executive 
committee for program planning. Still an- 
other way to plan programs is to outline 
what is wanted for the October, Novem- 
ber, December meetings but wait until late 
November to complete the outline for the 
year. Less satisfactory is this procedure for 
the large chapters, Programs that are com- 


pleted in May of the preceding school year 
by a program committee seem better suited 
to societies on university campuses, 


PROGRAMS 

As in previous years “Kadelpians Re- 
turn” is a very popular program, Four to 
six members relate their experiences as 
teachers after only a few months of employ- 
ment. Often these are teachers who have 
had only one year of experience. One chap- 
ter had a panel of teachers; one with only 
a few months experience, another of several 
years, and still another of many years. Still 
another chapter invited to the campus four 
of its members who had become principals 
and they related how they had prepared for 
their responsibilities and the nature of their 
work, Other chapters utilize student teach- 
ers who have completed their internships or 
who are in process of completing them. 
Quite a different approach was suggested 
by one chapter which had a panel of stu- 
dents who were about to undertake student 
teaching. They reported on their fears and 
hesitancies as well as their enthusiasms and 
expectations, Another kind of a panel re- 
ported was made up of high school pupils, 
Junior high pupils, or upper elementary 
grade pupils. These programs carried such 
titles as “The Student Speaks,” ““The Sixth 
Graders View the Student Teachers,” and 
“The Good Teacher.” “The Relationship 
Between the Student Teacher and the Su- 
pervising Teacher” was reported as a very 
successful meeting. 

“The Superintendents Interview” seems 
to be a very popular program, Several su- 
perintendents were invited to conduct mock 
interviews and then to hold a panel discus- 
sion on what they look for when hiring a 
teacher or what they believe makes for suc- 
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cessful teaching. “Education Day” or “Ed- 
ucational Leadership Day” are reported as 
very worthwhile. A well-known educator 
is secured for the entire day. In the morn- 
ing he addresses a College of Education 
Convocation, In the afternoon, the chapter 
sponsors an invitation tea which is followed 
by the initiation ceremony. In the evening 
there is a banquet at which the speaker 
makes a second address. To this dinner 
meeting is invited the alumni, area super- 
intendents and principals; faculty, and ac- 
tive members. This appears to be an excel- 
lent way of getting Kappa Delta Pi known 
in the field. 

More and more chapters use a pledge 
service as a means of acquainting the pledge 
with the purposes of Kappa Delta Pi, its 
history, activities, and present status. The 
Constitution and By-Laws are given to 
each person who is invited to membership. 
This is studied prior to the pledging. A 
panel of students and faculty examine the 
proposed pledge over this material on one 
of the meeting nights. This is followed by 
the pledge service and the pinning of pledge 
ribbons. A reception or party is often plan- 
ned as a means of getting the new people 
acquainted. Another procedure is to have 
one member or a panel describe the history 
and activities of Kappa Delta Pi, A few 
chapters report that pledges are often asked 
to read one or more articles in THE Epu- 
CATIONAL Forum and these are discussed 
at a monthly meeting, The smaller chap- 


ters have each pledge sponsored by an ac- 
tive. 


International themes are very popular. 
Specific topics are: “A European Looks 
at American Education,” 
Abroad,” “Education in England,” 
“Teaching Abroad,” “Study Opportuni- 
ties Abroad,” “Our Foreign Students 
Speak,” and “My Travels Abroad.” Sev- 
eral chapters have the theme for the year, 
“Our International Responsibilities,” “We 


“Education 


Study Our World Neighbors,” and “Edu- 
cation In Other Lands,” Students, towns- 
people, professors, and visitors who have 
lived or traveled in other lands are listed 
for the monthly meetings. Many of these 
people are able to show pictures and slides 
of their “Christmas in Other 
Lands” is reported as being an excellent 


travels. 


December program, Foreign students de- 
scribed how their people celebrated this hol- 
iday and some depicted their holiday cus- 
toms, songs, and dances. 

Almost all of the chapters are concerned 
about keeping the alumni active. An annual 
Kappa Delta Pi luncheon at the state or 
regional education association meeting is 
frequently reported. A luncheon or break- 
fast at Homecoming is very popular, Where 
alumni live near institutional chapters, an 
effort is made to keep them active by invit- 
ing them to each meeting. Some chapters 
have a panél of its alumni who are no 
longer teaching. The subjects are: “Why 
We Left Teaching,” “Things About 
Teaching They Never Told Us,” and “I 
Am Still Unhappy at My Work.” 

All kinds of audio and visual aids are 
utilized as the core of programs. Many ex- 
cellent movies produced by the NEA and 
private businesses make for a challenging 
evening. Film strips are being used for dis- 
cussion meetings. Since most teachers in 
preparation have little experience with audio 
and visual equipment, a meeting can be 
given to demonstration and practice in the 
use of this equipment, Socio drama may be 
used to demonstrate this technique in teach- 
ing as well as to illustrate how certain situa- 
tions in a classroom can be treated, The 
field trip also can make an effective meet- 
ing experience, A few chapters report trips 
for an entire day, evening, or weekend to 
some surrounding location of educational 
importance to a student preparing to be 
a teacher. 

A theme for the year might be: “Know 
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Kappa Delta Pi,” Each monthly meeting 
can be given to such topics as: ““The His- 
tory of Kappa Delta Pi,” “The Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of Kappa Delta Pi, 
“The Lecture Series of Kappa Delta Pi,” 
“The Educational Forum,” and “Laureate 
Members of Kappa Delta Pi.” 

The practice of honoring or citing stu- 
dents of high scholarship is a natural ac- 
tivity for Kappa Delta Pi. Some chapters 
honor outstanding freshmen, others select 
sophomores, a few cite juniors, and still 
others prefer seniors. Granting an award to 
the most outstanding freshman or senior in 
the college of education is a very common 
practice. Inviting honor sophomores to 
meetings of Kappa Delta Pi seems to be a 
wonderful way of inducting these students 
into the Society. A Freshman or Senior 
Testimonial Dinner is often sponsored by a 
chapter to honor the highest-ranking stu- 
dents in those classes, The Junior members 
of the chapter may give the graduating 
seniors a farewell picnic, breakfast or lunch- 
eon. An “Annual Scholarship Tea” is re- 
ported by many chapters. 

The practice of promoting and encourag- 
ing sound scholarship by sponsoring awards 
and a recognition day is growing. Awards 
usually take the form of scholarship grants, 
a great book, a copy of a Kappa Delta Pi 
lecture, a Kappa Delta Pi pin, or a certifi- 
cate of recognition. Where there is an ele- 
mentary and secondary education depart- 
ment, two awards are frequently granted. 
These awards are usually made at an 
Honors Day or Recognition Day. Some 
chapters now have loan funds which are 
available to undergraduates and graduates. 

A variety of service activities are re- 
ported, The Freshman Mixer for the Col- 
lege of Education is one way of orienting 


the freshmen. Open forums and panels are 
planned around issues of American educa- 
tion, To these are invited the entire stu- 
dent body, faculty, and towns people. One 
chapter sponsors a “Faculty Forum.” In 
small schools and colleges, Kappa Delta Pi 
sponsors the All-College Picnic or Round- 
Up. Sending CARE packages, supporting a 
special child who needs financial aid, and 
purchasing glasses for a needy child are a 
few of the examples of what chapters are 
doing. A “How-To-Study Clinic” is a 
service rendered by one of the chapters. 
Teacher recruitment is a special concern 
of educators today. The local chapter is 
able to do many things to interest high 
school youngsters, housewives with college 
degrees and others to consider teaching as 
a career. Purchasing books for the local 
library or for a public school that hasn’t 
enough resources of. its own to purchase 
books is often a worthwhile project. “Col- 
lege Day” is a way to get high school stu- 
dents to visit the college, to be shown its 
facilities, and to hear about its course offer- 
ings. 


CONCLUSION 


Well-planned and well-directed pro- 
grams are basic for the life of the chapter. 
They will require an interested counselor 
but all he can do is suggest and encourage. 
The enthusiasm and the dedication of the 
program committee or those in charge of 
program planning will determine the suc- 
cess of the chapter for the year. A little 
creativeness, ingenuity, and drive on the 
part of the leaders of the chapter will do 
much to stimulate interest and attendance. 
If any help is needed, your Executive Sec- 
ond Vice President will be most happy to 
serve you in any way that he can. 
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How Can We Secure and Hold 
More Master Teachers? 


M 


—_ THEsIs herein presented is that 
members of the teaching profession can 
increase the supply of master teachers by 
themselves increasingly becoming master 
teachers. I hold this thesis because of two 
lines of evidence about teaching: First, we 
know that most persons who deliberately 
prepare for the teaching profession do so 
because of the influence of strong teachers 
they wish to be like and, second, we know 
that most teachers teach as they were 
taught. It follows that every really master- 
ful teacher has followers who will them- 
selves tend to become. master teachers, The 
basic problem then is for teachers now at 
work in the profession to adopt to the best 
of their abilities the characteristics of master 
teachers. This presentation is devoted pri- 
marily to an analysis of these characteristics. 


Who Is rHe Master TEACHER? 


Recognizing full well that these ideas 
are neither new nor original, I believe there 
is no more profitable way of studying teach- 
ing than that of examining the traits of the 
finest teachers we know. As I review the 
personalities of teachers I have considered 
great, there seem to be some common traits 
I would emulate in order to myself be- 
come a master teacher. So that I may think 
about these traits frequently and look at my 
own performance in the light thereof, I 
find convenient a little nemonic device, 
the word “dynamic.” “Dynamic” seems 
quite synonymous with “master” as applied

to teacher, for the master teacher must 
least of all be unchanging or static and most 
of all be changing or dynamic. 

Since it is easy to remember that a great 
teacher is a “dynamic” teacher, it is further 
simple to select key words in the traits of 
a dynamic or master teacher and identify 
these by first letters that together spell 
“D-Y-N-A-M-I-C.” The letters that make 
up the word and the corresponding char- 
acteristics of the matter of dynamic teacher 
follow: 


7)” for “Drive” 

The master teacher has an inner force 
that impels him or her to find ever better 
ways of helping students learn. His drive 
never pushes people over; it pushes them 
into intelligent choices and actions. His 
enthusiasm is contagious; not only do his 
students wish to do well, but to do as well 
as their teacher would have them do. And 
his sights for his students are always high, 
but never unattainable, 


y” for 


The master teacher is more interested in 
“you” than “myself.” Having achieved an 
ability to look critically at himself in rela- 
tion to others, he finds his happiness in serv- 
ing the ends of other people. The master 
teacher accepts the philosophy so well stated 
by Harold Taylor in his essay, “Give Part 
of Yourself Away:” 


“] believe in people, in sheer, unadulterated hu- 
manity. I believe in listening to what people 
have to say, in helping them to achieve the things 
which they want and the things which they 
need. . .. Unless we give part of ourselves away, 
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unless we can live with other people and under- 
stand and help them, we are missing the most 
essential part of our own human lives.” 


“N” for “(K) now-how” 


The master teacher has the “know-how” 
of the teaching profession. Scholarly in the 
field of his teaching, he is also a student of 
personality and of educational method. The 
real master most of all in means of influenc- 
ing pupils to want to learn, he knows also 
how to guide their learning experiences into 
profitable channels. Unhesitatingly admit- 
ting his ignorance of specific answers when 
he does not know them, he is always able 
to suggest a way to find an answer. Further- 
more, he is always a good student himself, 
keeping abreast of current happenings in 
his community and the world as well as 
in his teaching field, be it at the elementary, 
secondary, college or graduate school level. 


“A” for “Adaptable” 


The master teacher is adaptable to people, 
situation, things, and the times. He realizes 
that each personality is unique and that 
each must be respected, and so he adjusts his 
ways of working to the particular constella- 
tion of personalities he is teaching. Over- 
crowded, undercrowded, and good class- 
rooms each demand different arrangements 
and the master teacher makes these arrange- 
ments without complaint and tension. Al- 
ways seeking the best in material and equip- 
ment to help his pupils’ learning experiences, 
he makes the best of whatever he has, New 
conditions and problems and opportunities 
challenge his creative abilities, and his mind 
is always open to suggestions from his 
pupils and others as to more productive 
methods. 


“M” for “Maturity 


The master teacher wastes no time in 
worrying about how things ought to be, but 
instead works quietly and effectively to 


make things as right as is possible. He 
knows his strengths and his limitations and 
tries to work within them. He is mature in 
the sense the concept is used in Harry Over- 
street’s The Mature Mind: 


“Not all adults are adult. Many who look 
grown-up on the outside may be childish on the 
inside. Others who look childish on the outside 
may be surprisingly mature on the inside. To 
mature, the individual must know what his 
powers are and must make them competent for 
life.” 


In the power of his own maturity, the 
master teacher is ever seeking to help his 
pupils also learn to accept things as they 
are and deal with them confidently. 


for Insightful” 


The master teacher has attained insight 
into the interests, needs, and reactions of 
his pupils, He knows how to diagnose readi- 
ness of learners for each new learning task. 
He is an expert on estimating the probable 
consequences of each possible course of 
action in the classroom. He is prefectly con- 
fident in working with even the most 
brilliant student for the master teacher’s 
insight into human nature and learning 
assures his hearing out the questions and 
ideas of others. Questions and ideas are 
turned into profitable learning experiences, 
for the master teacher is always discerning 
as to directions in which pupils may find 
their own challenge. 


for “Charm” 


The master teacher has a personal charm 
that attracts other people to him. His stu- 
dents feel a strength of character in their 
teacher that brings unquestioned respect and 
great confidence. He accepts all who come 
to his classroom, and in turn they accept 
their teacher. Friendliness, good humor, 
patience, and understanding characterize 
his conversations, Courteous always, he 
gives each student ample opportunity to talk 
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out the concerns which get in the way of 
effective learning until they are talked out. 
A good model in personal grooming and 
habits, he or she is never ostentatious in 
The master 
teacher simply lives these qualities of char- 
acter which make others want to live like 
him.

How Can WE Keep Master TEACHERS 
IN THE PROFESSION 


As said before, the master teacher creates 
more of his kind. Because he finds this a 
very satisfying occupation, he is seldom 
really tempted to give up his work. But our 
profession can help master teachers become 
ever more masterful as well as average 
teachers become more like great teachers, 
by providing a minimum of conditions which 
frustrate and a maximum of conditions 
which encourage good teaching. Although 
these conditions are well known, we find 
still too many instances of the former and 
too few of the latter. 

The conditions which make even the 
best teacher sometimes wonder whether 
their efforts are worthwhile include such 
things as the jealousies of their colleagues 
and administrators, economic difficulties, 


and limitations on freedom of teaching. All 
of us who teach can help by ourselves recog- 
nizing the achievements of our fellows and 
trying to emulate rather than criticize these. 
Each pupil who is grateful to his teacher 
for a job well done is a future citizen who 
will work towards improving the economic 
Administrators and 
boards of education and of trustees should

recognize their master teachers and give 
them encouragement to teach without the 
limitations that restrict and inhibit truly 
masterful teaching. 

Master teachers need sympathy, recogni- 
tion, and freedom if they are to do their 
best. They thrive on the full trust and con- 
fidence of their colleagues as well as of 
their pupils. They appreciate, and are driven 
to ever more satisfying teaching by the 
respect and warm liking of their pupils. 
They are challenged to do their very best 
by new and different tasks, for the active

Wisconsin Stare Eau CLamre, Wisconsin, NOVEMBER 9 AND 10, 1956 


PSILON OmICRON CHAPTER of Kappa 
EK Delta Pi was host to a regional con- 
ference at Eau Claire, Wisconsin on No- 
vember g and 10, 1956. Registration began 
Friday November g at 7:00 P.M. An in- 
formal party was held at the Women’s 
Residence Hall in conjunction with the 
registration. 

The general sessions opened Saturday 
morning with the reading of a telegram of 
greeting from Dr. Katherine Vickery, Na- 
tional Executive President of Kappa Delta 
Pi. A welcome message was given by James 
De Jung, president of the Student Govern- 
ment at the State Teachers College of Eau 
Claire. 

After the roll call of chapters, James 
Hale, National Student Counselor from 
Kent State College, Kent, Ohio spoke on 
“Observations in Kappa Delta Pi.” One of 
the problems in Kappa Delta Pi he saw as 
that of poor attendance in many chapters. 
Mr. Hale reminded us of our pledge which 
states that we should “forego lesser activ- 
ities of college life if it conflicts with the 
meetings of Kappa Delta Pi.” Developing 
an alumni chapter, program planning in 
the spring, and better cooperation between 
faculty and students were other suggestions 
he made. Mr. Hale urged the members of 
Kappa Delta Pi to correspond with him so 
that he might better represent them. In 
conclusion he stressed the fact that “if a 
leader truly leads he will remain the 
leader.” 

Miss Laura Sutherland, counselor of Ep- 
silon Omicron Chapter introduced the main 
speaker, Dr. Harold Benjamin, Professor 
of Education at George Peabody College 
for Teachers at Nashville, Tennessee. He 
spoke on the subject, “How Different 
Should Our Children Be?” 


Emphasizing the doctrine of the impor- 
tance of the individual, Dr. Benjamin stated 
that the tendency in this country is to think 
of children as cogs in a machine, and to be- 
lieve that uniform instruction is needed to 
level the children off. 

“People believe this about other people’s 
children,” Dr. Benjamin said, “but they 
want their own children to be different. 
Everyone has his individual rights, and a 
true democracy will fight to defend the 
rights of the individual.” 

Dr. Benjamin compared democratic gov- 
ernments with authoritarian governments 
and said the democracies, regardless of 
wealth or industry have the best educa- 
tional systems to turn out leaders. 

Dr. Benjamin stated that we should look 
at the positive side of education, and en- 
courage children to develop their special 
abilities. He also stated that educators should 
believe every child in a class will eventually 
distinguish himself in some way or other. 

Miss Stella Pedersen, Dean of Women 
at Wisconsin State College, Eau Claire, 
spoke on the subject “Education In a De- 


Miss Pedersen stated that “in 


mocracy.” 
our democratic society today, we all have 
an educational responsibility which we must 
assume if our democracy is to continue to 
exist. This responsibility is the preserva- 
tion and perpetuation of the fundamental 
concepts of democracy.” These are “th« 
belief in the uniqueness, dignity, and th« 
worth of the individual; the faith in the 
intelligence and integrity of the individual 
to settle social problems in an orderly demo- 
cratic manner; and the acceptance of in- 
dividual and group responsibility for ques- 
tions and problems of common concern and 
human welfare.” 

In order to match our ideals with action 
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it is necessary to develop desirable social 
attitudes, These attitudes, Miss Pedersen 
states, are “self discipline—the ability and 
the willingness to do what we know is just 
and right, individual responsibility, criti- 
cal-mindedness, respect for basic human 
rights and civil liberties, and respect for 
law, authority and leadership. Democracy 
also requires faith—faith in God, faith in 
our fellowmen, and faith in the future,” 
said Miss Pedersen. 

She told her audience that as teachers 
they should recognize and treat students as 
individuals, ‘Make everyone feel important. 
Treat your students fairly. Help your stu- 
dents to develop self-discipline. Develop in- 
dividual responsibility.” 

Miss Pedersen concluded by saying that 
“desirable social attitudes are not by-prod- 
ucts of our educational system. Their de- 
velopment is the result of conscious, con- 
tinuous, concerted effort to provide in our

Dakota; Eau Claire, La Crosse, and Osh- 
kosh, Wisconsin. Chapters at Milwaukee, 
River Falls, and Whitewater, Wisconsin 
sent messages of regrets at their absence.

In general, the 
reports indicated that through more effec- 
tive planning of the chapter programs 
pointed toward service to the campus and 
the community, Kappa Delta Pi could be- 
come better known to the public. 

“Fundamentals for an Organized Edu- 
cation” was the subject of the address de- 
livered by James Hales, Student Counselor, 
at the luncheon meeting. He presented a 
challenge to individual members and chap- 
ters to work as a unit in order to achieve a 
more effective organized education. 

Dr. Eva Williamson, Counselor, Eta 
Chi Chapter, led the afternoon panel dis- 
cussion. ‘This student panel brought up for 
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discussion some of the problems faced by 
Kappa Delta Pi chapters. The total group 
actively participated in the discussion which 
considered many problems of individual 
chapters and suggested possible solutions for 
some of these. 

Many delegates expressed the feeling that 
the regional conference had been very help- 
ful to them in broadening their understand- 
ing of the national scope of Kappa Delta Pi 
and in increasing their appreciation of the 
potentialities of the society on their local 


campuses, The value of the regional con- 
ference idea was strongly endorsed, with 
the hope expressed that in this region simi- 
lar conferences will be held regularly in the 
future.
